Then someone said that the addition 
of 28 housing units to the sewer line ser- 
vicing that part of town would load that 
line to capacity, Another remarked that a 
big item of expense in the city budget is 
the purchasing of sewer solvent that is 
poured into lines in tremendous quantities 
to keep them open. (Most of the bills for 
Center Chemical Co. are charged against 
the street department for this particular 
item.) 

In closing the discussion a councilman 
queried if it would be possible for homes 
on Smith Avenue to be hooked into the 
sewer line installed in the NASCO subdivi- 
sion in that part of the city because the 
situation on Smith Avenue “was a mess.” 

Sooner or later the “roof is going to 
fall in” on the sewage disposal problem, 
Stop gap and piece meal measurés might 
get this particular city administration 
around the problem and maybe the next. 
But it is safe to prophesy that within the 
next decade the point will be reached where 
something has to be done. 

It would be a lot better to face up to 
the problem now with an Overall study of 
sewage disposal in Elba. This way work 
gone now on a piecemeal basis could be 
fitted into a 10-year plan for adequate sew- 
age disposal. This is much better than 
risking the possibility of putting in a line 
to the colored school and colored housing 
project and finding out a few years hence 
that the line would have to be abandoned 
in a general overhaul of the sewage system.

how he will be zoned, restrictions that have 
been imposed on building and other details 
that hit, him right in tne pocektbook. 

There's only one trouble with The 
Clipper tackling the job — and that is that 
the job is too big for us. It would take too 
much time and space that have to be de- 
voted to profitable ends of newspapering 
rather than public service. 

On advice of City Attorney Charles 
Rowe the administration has decided to 
adopt these lengthy regulations by refer- 
ence and thus save the city a sizeable sum 
of money that would have to be paid out 
for publishing them. An individual can find 
out what is in the recently adopted codes 
by calling at the city clerk's office, picking 
up a pamphlet and carrying it home and 
studying it. Nothing is secretive or hidden 
but it is being left up to each individual to 
look out for his own interests. 


Where Public Service Has to Stop 


: It is a relatively simple matter for an 
individual to go into city hall, get a zoning 
map and the regulations and find out What 
areas are R-1, R-2, M-1 and M-2. Data as 
to use now allowed for property in differ- 
ent sections of the city is of vital interest 
to property owners and businessmen, 

All The Clipper can do is inform its 
readers that they had better make a de- 
tailed study of these codes before under- 
taking any building or remodeling. Con- 
ceivably, they could be forced to tear down 
a structure that is built now not in confor- 
mity with all regulations, 

Then it is also our duty to say that the 
codes might not be worth the paper they 
are written on. The attorney general's of- 
fice ruled in the case of Jasper, Alabama, 
that the codes had to be published in their 
full form before they could be considered 
adopted. No one will know for sure whether 
Hlba's building codes and zoning regula- 
tions are worth the paper they are written 
on until a test is made in court, It is en- 
tirely possible that a property owner could 
challenge the zoning and building code, 
take it to court and get a ruling in his 
favor. Until a test case is made, no one can 
be absolutely sure that Elba does have zon- 
ing and building regulations. 


Why Government Budgets Continue to Grow 


In this age of astronomical federal 


government budgets and requests for more 


funds than they had for the past two years 
by seven departments of the State of Ala- 
bama, it is a good time to question the 
“why” of it all, 

First of all it is probably fair to say 
that those requesting budget increases or 
justifying what they already have, are sin- 
cere in the belief that they are really ren- 
dering an indispensible service to the tax- 
payers. And if they weren’t so restricted 
as to funds by a miserly legislature, they 
could really do something for the people. 

The basic thing to question, though, is 
the true value of many of these socalled 
services. In this editorial we are going to 
be specific and deal in a field where we 
have had some experience — that of pub- 
lishing. Specifically we are going to pick 


on the Conservation Department of the 
State of Alabama and the magazine they 


publish, Alabama Conservation. This des- 


pite the fact that the Conservation Depart- 


ment is not one of the seven asking the 
legislature for an increased budget. — 

The magazine in question is well print- 
ed. Knowing what was in the contract is- 
sued last October, it is safe to say that the 
shop putting it out was in effect paying 
the state for the privilege of printing it 
The state was getting a real bargain inso- 
far as buying winting was concerned, Edi- 
torial and pictorial content of the publica- 
tion has been well prepared. So what is the 
complaint ? 

As a rough guess, it is estimated that 
=U,000 copies of the magazine are distri- 


buted every other month. Of the 20,000 
persons receiving this publication. how 


nany would think enough of it to pay $2 
per year (subscription price to The Clipper) 
for the magazine. If it is such a good thing, 


there is no need to give it away. It can be 
turned into a commercial proposition and 
the taxpayer saved money. However, we'll 


wager not 10 percent of the firms and 


people getting the magazine would put out 
#2 per year for it. Put the Conservation 
Magazine on a paid circulation basis and 
few weekly papers in the state would have 
smaller lists than this publication. 


As an ex-free lance writer for trade 


n 


journals and second class magazines, we 
have looked at the articles in the Conser- 
vation Magazine and wondered what per- 
centage of them could be sold to’editors of 
publications that are on a paid circulation 
basis. Most of the writeups are of different 
phases of Conservation Department work 
or informative studies of different fish and 
game species found in Alabama. Tough- 
minded editors of magazines that have to 
reach out and grab readers in competition 
with all the other slicks on the magazine 
rack could use only a small percentage of 
stories printed in Alabama Conservation. 

Then what do advertisers think of Ala- 
bama Conservation as a media in which to 
sell their goods. Last October, in an effort 
to put the magazine on a self-financing 
basis, the contract called for the printer .to 
sell advertising to help. defray costs of pub- 
lishing it. The experiment was a dismal 
failure — hard-headed businessmen didn’t 
think enough of the magazine to pay to 
put their sales messages in it. 

The complaint, then, is that here is a 
magazine that is commercially unsound in 
three important categories — circulation, 
editorial content and as an advertising me- 
dia. It really has no excuse for existence -— 
but we are sure those publishing it can see 
ways of doubling their circulation if they 
could only get the money from the legis- 
lature. z 

This example of Why government bud- 
gets grow is not an isolated instance but 
could be compounded many times in almost 
every department of government on the 
state or federal level, Too many worthless 
services axe providetl on too lavish a scale. 
Those government workers providing these 
worthless services can only see the thous- 
ands or millions of more people they could 
service if their budget was larger. So they 
are always asking for more money. :

Beavers Cause Trouble

Commissioner Flournoy Whit- 
man carried me out to the creek 
this side of the Taylor Mill 
creek on the Fish Pond road 
bright and early Tuesday to 
see a full-size beaver dam going 
up right beside the road. When 
one wishes. to see a beaver dam, 
it is usually necessary to walk 
a considerable distance through 
a swamp or where walking is 
difficult. But now anyone wish- 
ing to see an honest - to- good- 
ness beaver dam may do so and 
not even have to leave the road- 


-side. 


Mr. Whitman said the beavers 
started building dams at this 
point where the creek crosses 
the road about two years ago.
